poison.  A  e**»  in  i»>i»t  u  related  in  a 
medical  review  as  follow*  A  man  and 
his  wife  ale  honey.  They  took  but  a 
little,  as  they  obeerved  a  horning  sensa¬ 
tion  of  the  month  aad  throat  a*  soon  as 
the  hooey  was  swallowed.  Within  a 
few  minotea  both  were  taken  ilL  There 
were  nausea,  severe  pain  and  vomiting, 
then  a  ions  at  oooarinuKoe**.  ooldneM  of 
tbe  extremities,  feeble  action  of  the 
heart  and  rollapee.  No  putoe  could  be 
detected.  Tbe  wife  reniuiucd  insensible 
for  several  boors,  bat  the  husband  was 
not  entirely  restored  until  the  following 
day.  Even  then  strength  returned  very 
•lowly,  and  there  every  indication 
of  extreme  exbauatiou.  A  portion  of  the 
honey  was  treated  chemically,  and  an 
axtract  was  given  to  two  cats;  to  one  a 
unaJJ  dose  and  to  tbe  other  a  large  dose 
wan  administered. 

The  small  oue  produced  partial  ex¬ 
haustion.  relaxation  of  the  voluntary 
muscles  and  general  depression.  The 
large  one  took  effect  almost  immediate¬ 
ly.  producing  relaxation,  vomiting, 
purging,  prostration  and  almost  com¬ 
plete  Ions  of. control  over  tbe  volontury 
muscles.  Tbe  cat  did  not  regain  its 
normal  condition  fer  84  hoars. 

J  A  fairly  thorough  eapininution  of  the 
jboney  was  mod*  in  enter,  if  possible, 
J«o  discover  the  nature  of  the  poisonous 
-element.  No  positive  oouolusion  was  ar- 
. rived  at,  but  tbe  chemists  were  reason- 
'ably  satisfied  that  the  rhododendron 
and  a  few  other  plants  of  that  class  con¬ 
tained  the  ubjectiouable  substance.  It 
is  also  stated  that  pluuta  belonging  to 
the  heath  family  have  been  by  bota¬ 
nists  looked  upon  w  ith  apprehension,  for 
tb®  reason  that  they  have  lieen  suspect 
ed  of  harboring  the  toxie  qualities 
which  accounted  for  the  cases  of  honey 
poisoning. — Nuw  York  Ledger. 

With  Sargipw  at  tantnfa 

In  1791  an  officer  who  had  servrd 
with  Borgoyne  wrote  a  volume,  which 
be  called  “Travels Through  tbe  Interior 
Farts  of  America,  In  a  Series  of  Let¬ 
ters.  ”  The  writer  was  Thomas  Anbu- 
rey,  captain  of  the  Tweuty-uiuth  regi¬ 
ment,  who  was  with  Bnrgoyue  at  bis 
surrender.  In  Mhcmillan's  Magazine 
there  is  sn  excellent  notice  of  Captain 
Anburey’s  work,  and  the  condition  of 
the  English  sokliers  is  thus  ox  plaited : 

Burgoyne’s  army  wua  steadily  diui iu- 
isbing,  while  the  cords  ruuud  it  were 
rarely  tightening.  All  day  and  night 
from  tbe  surrounding  woods  whistled 
tbe  ballets  of  the  American  riflemen. 
The  soldiers  were  so  inured  to  flro,  we 
are  told,  that  they  ate  and  slept  under 
it  with  scarcely  any  ootxxrn,  while,  to 
add  terrors  to  tbe  night,  came  the  dreary 
howl  of  wolves,  attracted  by  hundreds 
to  each  an  unwonted  banquet.  Tfao 
American  sharpshooters  were  naturally 
in  their  element?  upon  tbe  steep  sides  of 
the  wooded  ruvinee  that  formed  snch  a 
feature  in  every  battle  and  skirmish. 
The  longed  for  bayonet  hung  iu  idle¬ 
ness  from  the  belts  of  the  British  iu- 
f  an  try — there  was  no  room  or  place  for 
it  Tim  soldiers  had  nothing  bat  disci¬ 
pline  and  their  native  valor  to  make  np 
for  their  immense  inferiority  in  the  use 
of  the  rifle  to  most  of  their  foes,  not  do 
we  require  Au barer ’s  testimony  to  re¬ 
alise  what  a  hopeless  country  was  this 
in  which  Bnrgoyne’a  army  now  found 
themselves  for  tbe  cuudnct  of  warfare 
upon  European  systems.  For  ourselves, 
we  have  always  marveled  at  the  fashion 
in  which  the  British  soldier  of  that 
day,  half  starved  and  ridiculously 
clothed,  fought  bis  way  through  superi¬ 
or  cumbers  of  his  owu  race  as  well 
armed  aa  he,  better  marksmen  and  fa¬ 
miliar  with  the  wild  woods  which  to 
him  must  have  been  strange  and  terri¬ 
ble  _ _ 

Tile  “Ears"  of  Insects. 

’Tbs  naturalists  have  not  aa  yet  been 
able  to  auswi-r  the  burning  question. 
Can  beesi  hear?  But  their  researches 
along  that  lino  have  resulted  in  many 
queer  discoveries.  Simply  because  a  bee 
has  no  ears  on  the  sides  of  his  head  it 
is  no  sign  whatever  that  be  is  wholly 
without  some  sort  of  an  auditory  nerve. 
This  last  assertion  »  proved  by  tbe  fact 
that  grasshoppers,  crickets,  locusts  aud 
flies  all  have  their  ears  situated  in  queer 
places — under  tbe  wiugs,  on  the  middle 
of  the  body  aud  even  on  tbe  sides  of 
their  legs.  Tbe  common  bouse  fly  does 
his  bearing  by  means  of  some  little  rows 
of  corpuscles  which  are  situated  ou  the 
knobbed  threads  which  occupy  tbe  place 
which  are  taken  up  by  tbe  bind  wiugs 
of  other  species  of  insects.  The  garden 
slug  or  sbell-les*  snail  has  bis  organs  of 
heariug  situated  on  each  side  of  his  neck, 
aud  tbe  oommim  grasshopper  has  them 
on  each  of  bis  broad,  flat  thighs.  In 
some  of  tbe  smaller  insects  they  are  at 
the  bases  of  tbe  wings,  and  in  others  on 
the  bottom  of  tbe  feet  — St  Louis  Re-

Nourishing  Gruels. 

Nourishing  gruels  are  always  iu  de¬ 
ni  mid  for  delieuto  persons  aa  well  as  in¬ 
valids.  Those  most  called  for  are  cf  In¬ 
dian  meal  or  oafmnd.  For  •  ocMnrtd 
gruel  put  into  u  p*u  jjvor  thu  hre  a 
quart  of  boi  Aug  wuter,  add  to  it  i  table- 
[  ipooufnl*  of  oatmeal  by  sifting  it  in 
I  iilowly  between  the  lingers,  stirring  all 
t lie  while.  When  well  mixed  oover  the 
saucepan  and  place  it  at  tbe  back  of  the 
fire,  where  ltwill  simmer  for  two  hours. 
Season  Willi  salt  enough  to  make  it  pal¬ 
atable  and  sweeten  it  if  desired.  Strain 
it  through  a  medium  tine  sieve.  Tb  u 
small  teacup  two-thirds  foil  of  this  hot 
gruer  add  a  teaspoonful  of  cream  when 
serving  it  09  un  invalid.  Indian  meal 
gruel  is  made  by  mixing  9  level  table- 
spoonfuls  of  meal  with  half  a  spoonful 
of  flour,  stirring  into  the  dry  ingredients 
half  a  cop  of  cold  water  before  mixing 
them  with  a  quart  of  boiiiqg  water. 
Let  this  mixture  cook  slowly  at  the 
back  of  tbe  fire  two  hours,  stirring  it 
occasionally,  to  prevent  its  sticking  to 
the  bottom  of  the  pan,  season  generous¬ 
ly  w  ith  salt,  a  very  little  sugar  and  a 
suspicion  of  nutmeg.  This  gruel  should 
also  be  served  with  cream,  like  the  oat¬ 
meal  grueL  — Chicago  Times- Herald.

Wired  glass  In 
wooden  nosh,  covered  with  tin,  all 
seams  lock  jointed  and  nails  concealed, 
can  safely  be  used  for  windows  toward 
an  external  exposure  aud  in  fire  doors 
to  elevator  shafts  und  stairway  tow¬ 
ers,  where  it  is  uecc  iaary  to  light  the 
shafts;  iu  office  buildings,'  hotels, 
etc.,  where  it  is  undesirable  to  have 
elevator  shafts  entirely  inclosed  and 
dark,  wired  glass  permanently  built 
into  a  brick  or  terra  cotta  shaft,  or 
arranged  .  iu  a  metal  covered  wood 
frame,  can  safely  be  used,  aud,  again, 
wired  glass  plates,  securely  fastened  in 
standard  fire  shutters,  cun  safely  be 
used  toward  au  external  exposure — in 
this  case,  the  fact  thut  a  possible  fire  in 
a  building  all  the  windows  of  which 
lire  protected  by  fin'  shutters  can  much 
more  readily  be  detected  from  the  out 
side  through  the  wired  glass  is  impor¬ 
tant.— New  York  Bun. 


Old  Greek  Painter*. 

The  methods  of  tlu-qe  ancient  days 
wrre  totally  different  from  those  of  the 
present  day  and  won*  evidently  vastly 
more  durable.  PaueLs  of  wood  were  used 
to  paint  on,  sycamore  aud  cyprem,  also 
panels  of  papier  macho,  aud  occasional - 
!y  they  were  formed  by  gluing  three 
thick’  esses  of  canvas  together.  These 
pai-^ui  were  usually  about  14  inches  long 
by  7  inches  wide.  The  artist  used  liquid 
wax  instead  of  oil  to  mix  the  colors, 
which  were  made,  not  from  Vegetable, 
but  from  mineral  substances,  aud  were 
at  marvelous  brilliancy  und  ixiraiamnce 

blue  powdered  lapis  lazuli,  green 
malachite,  red  oxide  of  iron,  etc.  The 
colors  were  laid  on  in  patches,  some¬ 
what  after  the  fashion  of  a  mosaic,  und 
afterward  blended  with  an  instrument 
called  the  oestrum,  which  appears  to 
have  been  a  lancet  shaped  spatula,  long 
handled,  with  ut  oue  end  a  curved  point, 
at  tbe  other  a  finely  deutated  edge. 
With  the  toothed  edge  the  wax  couhl  lie 
equalized  and  smoothed,  while  the  point 
was  used  for  placing  high  lights,  mark¬ 
ing  lips,  eyebrows,  etc. 

The  final  process,  which  gives  tbe 
nr.me  encaustic  to  this  kind  of  painting, 
was  the  burning  in  of  the  colors.  This 
was  done  by  the  application  of  a  heated 
surface  to  tbe  panel,  though  George 
Ebcrs  believes  that  in  Egypt  the  heat  of 
the  sun  was  probably  all  that  was  need¬ 
ed  to-  complete  the  artist’s  work. — 
Monthly  Illustrator. 


BuMinl’a  Lailiwu.  _ 

Rossini  was  one  of  the  most  indolent 
of  men,  and  iu  his  younger  days  used 
to  do  most  of  his  composing  in  bed. 
Once  he  had  almost  completed  a  trio, 
when  the  sheet  fell  out  of  his  hand  and 
went  under  the  bod.  Ho  could  not  reach 
it,  and,  rutber  than  get  up,  he  wroto 
another.  The  lazy  man,  if  he  works  ut 
all,  does  no  by  spurts,  and  Rossini,  work¬ 
ing  against  time,  wrote  “The  Barber  of 
Seville”  iu  18  duys.  When  Donizetti 
was  told  of  this,  he  remarked,  “It  is 
very  possible — be  is  So  lazy!”  Tho  over¬ 
ture  to  the  “Gazza  Ladra”  was  written 
under  curiouB  circumstances.  On  the 
very  day  of  tho  first  performance  of  the 
opera  not  a  note  of  the  overture  was 
written,  aud -the  manager,  getting  hold 
of  Rossini,  confined  him  in  the  upper 
loft  of  LaSeala,  setting  four  scene  shift¬ 
ers  ou  guurd  over  him.  These  took  the 
sheets  as  they  were  filled  and  threw 
them  out  of  tho  windows  to  copyists  be¬ 
neath.

Nansen  invented  the  model  of  the 
Frarn,  making  her  hull  round  and  slip¬ 
pery,  like  an  eel,  with  no 'comers  or 
sharp  edges  for  the  Ice  to  seize  upon, 
bhe  is  the  strongest  vessel  ever  used  in 
arctic  exploration.  He  said  that  pressure 
would  simply  lift  her  on  the  ice,  and  so 
her  bottom,  near  the  keel,  was  made  al¬ 
most  flat  in  order  that  she  might  not 
capsize  while  on  the  iee  surface,  and  her 
screw  and  rudder  were  also  ingeniously 
protected.

Paper  floors  are  manufactured  at  Ein- 
siedeln,  Germany.  Iir  the  form  of  a 
pasty  mass  the  paper  is  spread  upon  tbe 
surface  to  be  covered  and  submitted  to 
pressure.  It  behaves  like  plaster  of  paris, 
and  is  said  to  be  noiseless  under  the  foot 
and  particularly  effective  in  preserving 

uniform  temperature.  Having  no 
joints,  it  presents  a  perfectly  smooth

The 
pontifical  army  has  also  an  official 
newspaper,  published  weekly,  edited  by 
ex- pontifical  offioere,  under  the  patron¬ 
age  of  the  so  called  minister  of  tbe  army 
and  entitled  La  Fedelta  Cattolia*  (Cath¬ 
olic  Loyalty)!  It  publishes  deaths,  pro¬ 
motion^,  changes,  but  of  cooiae  for  26 
years  has  not  been  able  torecustf  acts  of 
valor. — New  York  Tribune.
